Hope  and  Options  for  a Future

JL  jL  recent  headline  in  Minneapolis, 
MN,  City  Business  read,  "Too  Many 
Fund-Seekers  Tap  Out  Donors."  It 
suggested  that  the  sheer  volume  of 
requests  is  drying  up  funding  sources 
and  that  the  poor  economy  is  having  a 
similar  effect  on  contribution  dollars  and 
number  of  donors.  Not  encouraging, 
since  I volunteer  and  raise  funds  for  six 
local  organizations,  in  addition  to 
serving  on  the  Pine  Manor  College  Board 
as  a Director  Emerita  and  on  its 
Development  Committee. 

Basically  speaking,  however,  actual 
fundraising  hasn't  changed  much  over 
the  years.  It  has  always  been  a vital 
component  of  any  charitable  or  educa- 
tional institution.  If  you  believe  in  the 
mission  and  goals  of  the  organization 
and  are  convinced  of  its  need  and  direc- 
tion, it  is  a wonderful  experience  to  be 
able  to  tell  your  story  and  leave  hope  and 
optimism  for  a future  gift  with  those  you 
visit,  even  if  a current  gift  isn't  available. 

Volunteers,  however,  can  be  a 
problem.  Because  most  fundraising  is 
staff-driv'en  and  there  seem  to  be  fewer 
v olunteers  who  will  give  time,  more 
funds  need  to  be  spent  on  back-up  in 
development  areas — for  consultants,  for 
fundraisers,  for  public  relations.  Many 
volunteers  hav'e  gone  on  to  paying  jobs. 


Or  they  don't  feel  comfortable  or 
qualified  to  raise  funds.  But  not  all!  I'm 
volunteering  and  fundraising  for  our 
senic)r  citizens,  girls  (through  scouting), 
a secondary  school  and  a college, 
churches,  an  Indian  center,  food  sharing, 
family  resources  and  a spiritual  retreat 
center.  Thankfully,  many  others 
continue  to  do  the  same.  The  volunteer 
of  the  90s  needs  enthusiasm  and 
commitment  to  a greater  degree  than 
her  predecessors. 


Donors,  1 think,  need  direct  and 
honest  outlines  of  needs  and  how  funds 
will  be  used.  They  must  know  how  their 
gift — whatever  its  size — can  make  a 
difference.  Evervthing  needs  to  be  put 
"on  the  table":  figures,  costs,  and 
expectations.

1 also  believe  that  foundations  need  to 
reevaluate  community  needs  and  their 
guidelines  and  be  a bit  more  broad- 
based,  not  always  following  the  same 
formula.  And  1 think  it  is  necessary  for 
us  to  keep  our  organizations  before  the 
public  and  prove  they  are  worthy  of 
support.  We  should  train  Board  mem- 
bers and  committees  to  serve  in  all  capa- 
cities when  serving  an  organization.  ^

l^^^iring  the  time  I have  been 
fundraising  for  non-profit  institutions, 
the  task  has  assuredly  become  more 
difficult.  As  secretary  for  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Saratoga  County  Task 
Force  on  Child  Abuse  & Neglect,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  the  Saratoga 
Teen  & Recreation  Foundation,  and  a 
fundraiser  and  patient/ family  volunteer 
for  Hospice  of  Saratoga,  1 am  aware  that 
increasingly  original  approaches  and 
great  tenacity  are  needed  to  help  our 
ncm-profit  institutions  in  the  90s. 

All  of  the  organizations  to  which  1 
give  my  time  have  some  difficulty  in 
fundraising — in  some  ways  for  the  same 
reasons,  and  in  some  ways  for  very 
different  ones.  Costs  have  risen  for 
everyone.  A few  years  ago,  it  was 
possible  to  counsel  a child  for  about 
$10  an  hour.  Today  that  cost  has  risen  to 
$15.  It  is  no  higher  only  because  we  are 
blessed  with  a dedicated  staff.

(Fortunately,  this  characteristic  among 
those  who  work  for  non-profits  seems  to 
remain  constant.)  And,  while  I do  not 
think  that  numbers  of  volunteers  have 
decreased,  we  now  often  have  to  seek 
out  and  "invite"  our  vcdunteers. 

Another  obstacle  is  the  character  of  fhe 
city  which  we  serve.  Saratoga  Springs,

NY,  with  a population  of  approximately 
23,000,  is  not  a large  city,  but  there  is  an 
extraordinary  amount  of  fundraising 
here.  Hardly  a week  goes  by  without  an 
invitation  to  an  event  to  benefit  a good 
cause.  Also,  although  Saratoga  Springs  is 
a college  town  and  a tourist  attraction,  its 
mean  family  income  is  only  $19,611 
according  to  1990  statistics.  Therefore, 
competition  for  the  increasingly  hard-to- 
find  dollar  is  a factor  for  all  non-prc^fit 
organizations  in  our  community. 

I also  believe  that  there  is  a consider- 
able difference  between  "positive  image" 
and  "negative  image"  organizations.  In 
using  these  terms,  I refer  to  the  level  of 
involvement  people  are  willing  to  have, 
not  the  quality  of  good  which  an 
organization  does. 

The  goal  of  the  Saratoga  County  Task 
Force  is  the  prevention  of  child  abuse 
and  neglect.  Children,  adults  abused  as 


children,  parents  and  alleged  abusers  are 
offered  support,  education,  treatment, 
intervention,  advocacy  and  referral.  We 
offer  cxitreach  to  at-risk  families  and 
training  to  professionals,  such  as 
physicians  (a  rec]uirement  in  NY  State). 

As  worthwhile  as  our  endeavors  are, 
child  abuse  seems  to  have  a "negative 
image."  While  people  really  want  it  to 
end,  they  find  it  very  hard  to  get  involv- 
ed. And  there  are  other  difficulties:  for 
example,  a "dance  for  child  abuse" 
sounds  negative.  Therefore,  we 
constantly  strive  to  find  positive  themes 
for  our  publicity — for  instance,  stressing 
"prevention"  rather  than  "abuse." 

On  the  other  hand.  Hospice  actually 
seems  to  be  a "positive  image"  organi- 
zabon.  The  organization  has  a univer- 
sally known,  "positive"  identification. 

It  appears  far  more  "socially  acceptable" 
to  support  Hospice.  Perhaps,  we  all 
understand  and  accept  that  the  problems 
it  addresses  could  be  ours. 

One  purpose  of  the  Board  of  the 
Saratoga  Teen  & Recreation  Foundation 
is  the  establishment  of  a Teen  Center  in 
Saratoga  Springs.  This  project  is  a very 
slow  struggle.  Everyone  is  for  it,  but 
both  dollars  and  volunteers  are  hard  to 
come  by.  While  the  long-range  effects  of 
establishing  such  a center  would  solve 
many  ills  in  the  community,  a project  in 
the  planning  stages  does  not  present  the 
immediate,  concrete  picture  of  an 
effective  solution  which  an  established 
group  like  Hospice  evokes. 

I do  truly  believe  that  those  who  are 
volunteering  and  givdng  whatever 
money  they  can  in  these  hard  times  are 
far  more  dedicated  than  a few  years  ago. 
They  are  our  most  valuable  resource,  if

T 

here  are  two  causes  for  the 
difficulties  encountered  by  fundraisers  at 
present.  First,  the  American  public  has 
been  inundated  with  disasters.  They 
have  responded  generously,  yet  they 
have  seen  their  generosity  have  little  or 
no  effect  on  root  causes.  Secondly, 
scandals  involving  several  non-profits, 
including  the  United  Way,  have  made

the  public  skeptical  about  how  their 
money  is  used.  Is  it  being  used  prudent- 
ly or  in  the  way  they  intended? 

1 believe  that  accountability  is  what 
the  public  seeks  and  any  non-profit  that 
shows  positive  results  and  is  responsible 
for  how  its  funds  achieve  these  results 
will  continue  to  receive  support.  Fund- 
raising in  the  90s  wilt  be  characterized 
by  donors'  demands  for  accountability, 
by  fewer  "knee-jerk"  responses  to  emo- 
tional appeals  and  more  thoughtful 
responses  to  real  needs,  and  by  more 
competition  for  fewer  donor  dollars. 

Because  of  computers  and  the  amount 
of  information  available,  not  only  on 
current  donors  but  also  on  potential 
donors,  appeals  will  become  more 
personal — targeting  a donor's  real 
interests.  Direct  mail  campaigns  will 
become  a science  rather  than  the  "gun 
shot"  approach  now  frequently  in  use. 


As  a Senior  Associate  in  Community 
Outreach  for  World  Neighbors,  a non- 
sectarian, people-to-people  organization 
working  in  the  forefront  of  global  efforts 
to  combat  hunger,  disease  and  poverty 
in  Asia,  Latin  America  and  Africa,  1 see 
accountability  and  sustainable, 
measureable  results  as  responsible  for 
our  long-term  donor  commitment.  We 
currently  receive  72%  of  funding  from 
indicadual  donors  who  average  16 
years'  length  of  support  for  the  agency. 

World  Neighbors  forms  partnerships 
at  the  village  level  to  provide  long-term 
solutions  rather  than  direct  relief.  This 
approach  to  long-term  solutions  allows 
people  to  work  to  solve  their  problems 
while  maintaining  their  inherent  dig- 
nity. World  Neighbors  strengthens  pri- 
mary resources  by  developing,  testing 
and  extending  simple  technologies  at 
the  community  level  and  training  local 
leaders  to  solve  their  problems  while 
maintaining  their  own  icientity. 


Our  donors  believe  in  our  program 
because  it  has  proven,  long-lasting,  cost- 
effective  results.  For  example,  in  Kenya 
$1 1 provides  a villager  with  books  and 
reading  aids  which  change  his  life  com- 
pletely. Learning  to  add,  subtract,  multi- 
ply and  divide  produces  a powerful 
freedom.  No  longer  the  victims  of 
dishonesty,  villagers  can  read  market- 
place scales  and  figure  selling  prices  of 
their  crops  for  themselves. 

In  Bolivia,  $16  pays  a leader  to  train  30 
local  leaders  to  work  with  780  fanners  in 
the  Northern  Potosi,  where  food  security 
is  an  urgent  need.  They  demonstrate  corn 
and  potato  varieties  that  double  the  crop 
yield  and  teach  farmers  to  plant  grasses 
to  enhance  soil  and  water  conservation 
practices.  In  Ghana,  $29  trains  a cadre  of 
traditional  midwives  and  health  workers; 
in  India,  $53  trains  20  shepherds  in  sheep 
management,  health  care  and  feeding. 

Effective  village-level  training  extends 
far  beyond  the  farmers  who  attend  the 
classes.  They  share  their  knowledge  with 
others  throughout  the  area.  This  knowl- 
edge does  more  for  the  village  than  im- 
prove food  production  or  community 
health:  it  has  an  empowering  effect.  Once 
a community  realizes  it  has  the  power  to 
make  changes  itself,  a transformation 
takes  place  and  lives  are  enhanced. 

Priorities  for  World  Neighbors  are 
community-based  health,  food  produc- 
tion, environmental  conservation, 
family  planning,  water  and  sanitation, 
and  small  business.  World  Neighbors 
does  not  solicit  or  accept  US  Government 
funding.  ^

w 

W w ith  fewer  expendable  dollars, 
especially  within  the  middle  class,  and 
an  increased  number  of  organizations 
competing  for  donations,  1 see  a greater 
need  to  target  specific  donors  for  specific 
non-profits  in  the  90s.  As  the  numbers  of 
fundraising  organizations  seem  to 
increase,  each  of  our  shares  of  the  "pie" 
seems  to  decrease.  I believe  people  have

become  more  specific  about  where  they 
want  their  available  dollars  to  go. 

Fortunately,  it's  been  my  experience 
as  a present  executive  board  member 
and  a past  president  of  the  Miami 
Children's  Hospital  (MCH)  Foundation 
Community  Council,  that  more  people 
seem  to  want  to  donate  their  time.  Our 
membership  remains  somewhat  constant 
at  about  100,  half  of  which  are  truly 
active.  Each  year  we  recruit  new  mem- 
bers to  offset  the  departure  of  those  who 
move  or  join  the  workforce. 

Our  costs,  unlike  those  of  hospitals, 
which  are  faced  with  increasingly

tightening  budgets  and  more  and  more 
expensive  technology,  have  not  risen 
significantly  in  the  90s.  We  are  a truly 
volunteer  organization  which  supports 
the  MCH  Foundation  in  all  of  its  fund- 
raising activities. 

We  have  no  paid  staff  and  depend 
on  donated  goods  and  services  for 
operation.  The  hospital  foundation 
provides  us  with  a small  office  and 
some  clerical  support  when  it  is  needed. 
Our  only  real  expenses  are  stationery, 
postage  and  various  other  minimal  office 
expenses  which  are  paid  out  of  dues 
incc^me.  Our  membership  is  quite  profi- 
cient at  asking,  begging  and  pleading 
from  spouses,  friends,  neighbors  and 
business  associates  for  whatever  we 
currently  need.  Every  dollar  we  raise  as 


volunteers  goes  directly  to  the  hospital; 
that  has  made  the  Community  Council 
MCH's  largest  single  donor. 

Our  group  creates,  organizes, 
sponsors  and  carries  out  events  ranging 
from  garage  sales  to  fashion  shows, 
tennis  tournaments  to  cocktail  parties. 
Our  major  annual  event,  held  each 
November,  is  the  International  Pediatric 
Hall  of  Eame  Gala,  a formal  reception, 
dinner  and  program,  hosted  for  the  past 
few  years  by  CNN's  Larry  King.  This 
successful  effort  consists  of  an  induction 
ceremony  honoring  people  selected  by 
the  MCH  Foundation  for  their  contri- 
bution to  the  health  and  welfare  of 
children.  This  November,  we  hosted 
and  honored  Audrey  Hepburn. 
Previous  inductees  have  included  Dr. 
Jonas  Salk,  Bob  Keeshan  (Captain 
Kangaroo),  Danny  Kaye,  Walt  Disney, 
Buffalo  Bob  Smith,  Hanna  and  Barbera, 
Sally  Struthers  and  Dr.  C.  Everett  Koop. 

This  year  the  MCH  Eoundation 
Community  Council,  composed  entirely 
of  volunteers,  completed  payments  on 
our  first  $500,000  pledge,  which  went 
directly  to  the  Pediatric  Intensive  Care 
Unit.  We  also  committed  $100,000 
toward  the  Hurricane  Andrew  relief 
effort.  MCH  provided  special  pediatric 
medical  facilities,  staff  and  equipment  in 
the  affected  areas  to  serve  the  youngest 
victims  of  the  hurricane. 

We  have  also  begun  a new  pledge 
which  makes  our  group  miUion-dollar 
donors.  It  is  dedicated  to  a new  wing  for 
an  additional  120  beds.  An  essential 
asset  to  non-profits  is  its  volunteers!

"The  average  contribution  for  all 
households  in  1991  was  $649,  a drop  of 
about  24%  after  inflation  from  the  1989 
average  of  $734.  Of  the  72%  of  house- 
holds that  contributed  to  charity,  the 
average  contribution  was  $899,  or  2.2% 
of  income,  compared  with  $978,  or 
2.5%  of  income  in  1989."

Highliqhts  of 
1991-92 

♦ Recruitment  activities  throughout 
1991-92  brought  on  8%  increase 
in  the  number  of  students  enter- 
ing the  College  in  September, 

1 992,  reversing  o two-year 
decline. 

♦ Renovohons  to  Ellsworth  Hall, 
home  of  Performing  Arts  and 
Management,  were  completed, 
making  the  entire  facility 
accessible  to  the  handicapped, 
and  providing  light,  airy,  func- 
tional ond  attractive  office,  class- 
room and  performance  spoce. 

♦ A new  program  in  Interior  Design 
was  creoted  and  approved, 
with  upper  level  courses  to  be 
supported  by  the  newly  dedicated 
computer  facility  in  the 
Abercrombie  Fine  Arts  Wing  with 
its  sophisticated  technology. 

♦ FS  100,  the  new  first-year 
student  seminar,  was  implement- 
ed and  proved  most  successful  in 
terms  of  increasing  retention  and 
lowering  the  number  of  freshmen 
on  academic  probahon. 

♦ The  Wean  Professorship  was 
awarded  for  the  first  time  to  o 
senior  member  of  the  tenured 
faculty  to  support  a two-year 
research  project  in  Psychology. 

♦ Three  new  endowed  scholorship 
funds  were  established  at  the 
College  during  the  1991-92  yeor. 

♦ The  first  gifts  were  received  in 
support  of  the  proposed  new  B.A. 
in  Biology,  the  College's  first  full- 
fledged  major  in  the  Natural 
Sciences,  and  the  proposed  new 
Muster's  Program  in  Education.

^ he  1991-92  academic  year  brought  many  challenges,  chief  among  them  the 
continuing  demographic  decline  and  a difficult  economy.  1 lowever,  the  College's 
loyal  supporters  came  through  with  flying  colors,  giving  a total  of  just  over  $T  million 
in  restricted  and  unrestricted  gifts  to  the  1991-92  Pine  Manor  College  Annual  Fund. 
The  generous  support  of  The  Brown  Foundation  in  the  form  of  a $100,000  challenge 
grant  to  the  Annual  Fund  was  immensely  helpful  in  bringing  first-time  gifts  to  the 
College,  promoting  increased  gifts,  and  encouraging  donors  to  maintain  increases 
made  in  the  prior  year.  Annual  giving  remains  especially  vital  to  the  College  because 
our  endowment  is  small.  The  Annual  Fund  bridges  the  gap  between  tuition  income 
and  the  actual  costs  of  a Pine  Manor  College  education. 

While  we  can  look  with  pride  on  our  $1  million  total,  we  still  need  to  work  very 
hard  to  increase  participation  in  the  Annual  Fund  among  our  graduates.  The 
participation  rate  for  1991-92  was  28  percent.  It  is  my  hope  that  a new  sense  of 
pride  in  Pine  Manor's  history  as  a women's  college  will  lead  ever-increasing  numbers 
of  alumnae  to  support  the  very  special  tradition  of  educating  women. 

On  campus,  there  is  a great  sense  of  excitement  among  students,  faculty  and 
staff  as  we  collectively  sense  the  leadership  role  the  College  can  play  in  women's 
education.  Ways  women  learn,  and  effective  and  creative  strategies  for  teaching 
women  are  now  at  the  center  of  faculty  discussion  and  research.  We  believe  that 
aspects  of  the  Pine  Manor  model  could  serve  effectively  in  the  nation's  classrooms, 
at  the  secondary  or  post-secondary  level. 

Capital  gifts  ranging  from  $1,000  to  $100,000  were  received  in  support  of  the 
Ellsworth  Hall  renovations  and  the  new  playing  field.  An  array  of  gifts  ranging 
from  $1,000  to  $150,000  established  new  endowment  funds  in  support  of  student 
scholarships,  library  acquisitions,  new  courses  and  special  awards,  or  added  to 
existing  endowed  funds.  It  is  reassuring  to  see  our  beautiful  facilities  maintained 
and  improved,  and  encouraging  to  see  endowment  slowly  growing.

Political  analysts  declared  1992  "The  Year  of  the  Woman/'  and  most  of 
the  leadership  among  women  comes  from  graduafes  of  women's  colleges  — a 
record  of  achievemenf  fhat  is  repeafed  again  and  again. 

Every  alumna  and  friend  of  Pine  Manor  College  contributes  to  keeping  the 
tradition  of  excellence  sfrong.  Your  support  provides  the  margin  of  excellence  and 
helps  us  move  confidently  toward  the  future.  Thank  you. 

Several  "fruths"  abcTut  women  as  donors  have  been  proven  false  in  recent  years. 
We  now  know  that  alumnae  of  women's  colleges  give  more  regularly  to  their 
colleges  than  do  graduates  of  coeducafional  colleges.  Research  also  reveals  that  the 
average  gift  from  an  alumna  of  a woman's  college  is  typically  26  percent  larger  than 
the  average  gifts  from  graduates  of  co-ed  colleges  ($524  from  alumnae  of  women's 
colleges  vs.  $406  from  graduates  of  co-ed  colleges). 

Large,  coeducational  universities  still  raise  the  greatest  number  of  dollars.  Among 
colleges,  however,  fhe  largesf  campaigiis  fhat  have  been  concluded  successfully  have 
been  at  women's  colleges.  Women  no  longer  support  their  colleges  with  bake  sales 
or  "pin  money"  alone. 

Pine  Manor  faces  numerous  challenges  in  1993  and  the  years  ahead,  and  we  are 
meeting  them  with  confidence  thanks  to  the  loyal  support  of  our  alumnae  and 
friends.  Your  current  giving,  along  with  income  from  past  gifts,  accounts  for  abouf 
20  percent  of  the  College's  annual  income,  a very  important  factor  in  the  strength  of 
the  College  and  its  many  programs. 

Now  is  the  time  for  all  of  us  to  stretch  our  sense  of  whaf  is  possible  and  think 
beyond  whatever  limits  we  have  set  for  ourselves  and  for  Pine  Manor.  As  the 
College  moves  forward  to  educate  women  for  the  twenty-first  century,  we  must 
challenge  ourselves  to  expand  our  horizons  and  make  supporting  the  College  a 
high  priority.  Our  students,  our  society,  our  world  are  counting  on  us.

Pine  Manor  is  in  good  financial  health  and  has  weathered  recent  enrollment 
declines  through  prudent  management  and  solid  financial  strategies.  Ongoing  chal- 
lenges of  enrollment  management  in  a cieclining  marketplace,  however,  will  require 
all  of  us  to  continually  evaluate  strategies  for  increased  levels  of  high  c]uality  service. 

Financial  efficiency  and  quality  customer  service  continue  as  the  way  Pine  Manor 
does  business.  New  strategies  have  been  adopted  for  purchasing  and  contract 
services,  with  a renewed  commitment  made  to  students,  faculty,  staff,  and  alumnae 
as  to  service  delivery.  The  College  reflects  quality  service  and  continuous  improve- 
ment in  everything  it  does  — in  and  out  of  the  classroom.  It  is  enjoyable  to  work  in  a 
small  college  environment  where  everyone  understands  this  critical  priority. 

Pine  Manor  operational  and  capital  budgets  are  funded  heavily  from  tuition 
and  fee  revenues,  in  combination  with  endowment  return  and  annual  giving. 
Governmental  cuts  in  traditional  support  programs  have  necessitated  that  greater 
percentages  of  College  resources  be  allocated  to  institutional  financial  aid,  energy 
costs,  and  meeting  greater  numbers  of  regulatory  requirements. 

The  cost  to  educate  one  woman  at  Pine  Manor  rises  annually  at  a rate  greater  than 
the  Consumer  Price  Index,  underscoring  the  financial  challenges  for  all  of  us.  While 
the  College  is  well-positioned  to  meet  these  challenges,  the  need  to  reduce  cost  while 
providing  greater  equality  services  will  dominate  planning  efforts. 

Annual  giving  is  a critical  component  of  the  overall  strategy  to  address  campus 
resources.  We  must  strive  to  become  less  ciependent  on  tuition  revenues  and  increase 
both  the  endowment  and  annual  giving  bases.  We  need  your  help,  more  than  ever, 
to  continue  the  excellence  of  this  educational  experience  for  women.

The  following  gifts  furnish  the  donor  with  excellent  income-bearing  features: 


Pooled  Income  Fund: 

This  fund  is  similar  to  a common  trust  fund.  Many  donors 
contribute  to  a Pine  Manor  fund:  their  gifts  are  commingled, 
and  they  or  their  designated  beneficiaries  receive  income  based 
on  their  share  of  the  fund.  When  the  donor  or  beneficiary  dies, 
that  share  of  the  fund  is  transferred  to  Pine  Manor  College. 

Charitable  Remainder  Annuity  Trust: 

This  trust  creates  a fixed  income  for  named  individual 
beneficiaries.  The  dollar  amount  of  the  income  is  determined  at 
the  time  the  trust  is  established  and  remains  fixed  for  the  life  of 
the  trust.  When  the  last  income  beneficiary  dies,  or  after  a 
specified  number  of  years,  the  assets  of  the  trust  are  transferred 
to  Pine  Manor  College. 


Charitable  Remainder  Unitrust: 

The  unitrust  is  similar  to  the  Annuity  Trust  except  that  the 
income  is  based  on  a percentage  of  the  trust's  assets,  which  are 
valued  annually.  Thus,  the  income  will  fluctuate  from  year  to 
year. 

Gift  Annuity: 

An  annuity  is  a legal  agreement  between  a donor  and  the 
College.  The  donor  transfers  assets  to  Pine  Manor  College  now 
in  exchange  for  a fixed  income,  with  payments  beginning 
within  one  year  of  the  gift  or  at  some  future  date  (deferred  gift 
annuity).
